DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION. 

It  is  estimated  that  60%  of  children  under  5  and  75%  above 
5  years  of  age  have  been  immunised. 


DISINFESTATION. 

The  County  Council  has  established  arrangements  at  their 
Welfare  Institution  at  Tadcaster  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies.  The 
General  Practitioners,  Nurses  and  Midwives  have  been  notified  of  the 
facilities  provided.  The  number  of  cases  has  been  relatively  small. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  Rural  District  is  derived  as  follows  :  — 
85-5%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  three  sources  — 

(a)  The  City  of  Leeds. 

(b)  York  Waterworks  Company. 

(c)  A  Deep  Bore  in  the  Sandstone  at  Bilbrough  owned  by 

the  District  Council. 

These  supplies  are  constant,  and  the  water  is  chlorinated. 
Bacteriological  examinations  are  made  at  frequent  intervals,  and  in 
one  source  for  plumbo-solvency. 

The  quality  of  the  water  from  these  three  sources  is  satisfactory. 
2-4%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  privately  owned  sources. 
The  water  from  these  supplies  is  examined  baeteriologically  at 
frequent  intervals.  The  quality  of  the  water  is  generally  satisfactory. 
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12-9%  of  the  houses  are  supplied  from  Wells,  shallow  and  deep. 
The  quality  of  the  water  from  these  wells  varies  in  wide  degrees. 

The  water  derived  from  the  City  of  Leeds  has  been  examined  for 
plumbo-solvency  with  negative  results. 


SEWERAGE. 

The  District  Council  has  obtained  the  services  of  a  Consulting 
Engineer  who  will  undertake  a  survey  of  the  Water  Supply  and 
Sewerage  arrangements  in  each  of  the  parishes  of  the  Rural  District, 
and  present  a  Report  embodying  his  recommendations. 


HOUSING. 

A  survey  of  the  general  housing  condition  in  the  Rural  District  is 
being  undertaken  in  conformity  with  the  suggestions  contained  in  the 
Report  of  the  Rural  Housing  Sub-Committee  of  the  Central  Housing 
Advisory  Committee.
